The drive from I lie 
fertile Santa Ana valley leads through 
the Santiago canyon, one of the most 
beautiful spot* in southern California, 
and is charming beyond description 
So gradual is the awent, that one imuiiw 
from an Herat! OX4 of 500 feet above the 
sea level to 2,500 feet, scarcely realizing 
that one has been i limbing. Th* road 
winda through groves of immense live- 
oak, sycamore treea, whose branches 
tire festooned with wild grapevine, 
woodbine and other creepers, and 
crosnes igain and again a beautiful 
mountain stream. Here and there 
stood nut great liutiolies of the tail 
white California poppies, and in their 
season the stately yuccas,, ciowned 
with their great, white panicles, the 
fentherv elder, the white clcm.it is and 
large beds of cactus, brlllinnt with their 
brfautUtU yellow and crimson blossoms 
and ripe "tunas."

ding questions,: What will cure 
hogs of tne cholera? What will pre- 
vent hogs from having cholera? I 
have seen the following remedy very 
efficaciously used: 

Black powdered antimony 1 pint, 

Pulverized sulphur 1 pint, 

Salt petre 1 pint. 

Mix well with plenty of bian in 
milk warm water, and feed this quan- 
tity to 60 hogs at one feed. If used 
as a p-eventive, give it once every 
three or four weeks; if used as a cure, 
give it two or three times a week. 
Some times it is hard to get hogs to 
eat the remedy, but if mixed with 
plenty of bran, enough will be eaten 
to prevent, or cure as the case may be. 

Again I frequently hear asked, 
what will cure a horse with scratches, 
or dog with mange, rope burn, 
itch, eczema and other skin diseases?

The German military paper, the 
Militar Wochenblatt, has recently 
published an exhaustive article on 
this important subject, of which the 
following is a Bummary: "Since the 
"Chino-Japanese war introduced 
new factor into the question of the 
balance of power in the Pacific Rus- 
sia has had to consider the means of 
maintaining her supremacy in east- 
era Asia. For that reason she must 
push on her railway to Vladivostok 
without delay. The first suggestion 
for such a strategic line was made as 
far back as 1857, but it was not until 
188G that the project took tangible 
form. It is said that the English rail- 
way across Canada compelled the 
Russian authorities to admit the need 
of a Siberian line. In May, 1891, the 
late czar gave his formal sanction to 
the scheme, and the present emperor 
turned the first sod of the line at 
Vladivostok. The whole lino from 
Tcheliabinsk to Vladivostok will be 
7,630 kilometres, or about 5,000 
miles, and it is divided into six sec- 
tions. Several of these sections will 
be completed by the year 1900, but 
the German writer does not think 
that the. Stretensk-Khabarovka sec- 
tion will be completed before 1905. 
He assumes that Russia's policy in the 
far east will, therefore, continue pa- 
hat y

slightly accelerated and the train pro- 
ceeds during the night, which is

The following seem to be nat- 
ural and safe conclusions from these 
facts. Japan requires only one week 
to reach the Coroan port of Gensan, 
which is the nearest to the Russian 
frontier; but, on the other hand, Gen- 
san is further from the Russian fron- 
tier than is Vladivostok, and the Rus- 
sian fleet would also have to bo count- 
ed with before the Japanese could 
land in Corea. With regard to the 
transport of troops Russia and Japan 
would, therefore, be on a strategical 
equality. But if China were Russia's 
belligerent instead of Japan, the 
strategical advantage would be en- 
tirely in favor of China, provided 
only that she carries out her project- 
ed northern railway across Man- 
churia. For this reason Russia is es- 
tablishing a cordon of military colo- 
nics as a protection for the line of rail- 
way in tho futurp "

PURIFICATION OF WATER. 



Of the various means of purifying 
water heat is the most simple, relia- 
ble, and absolute. Less than one per 
cent, of the bacteria in water will 
withstand boiling for a few minutes, 
while the greater proportion of them 
is destroyed at a temperature far be- 
low this in less than a minute. This 
pertains to the chief pathogenic or- 
ganisms which we have to consider — 
typhoid fever, cholera, and the colon 
llus: hence boiling or even heat- 
ing water becomes an important ssfe- 
gua i d in time of epidemics. 

With reference to the use of hot tied 
iters generally — mineral waters so 
called — it is deemed necessary to add 
here a word of advice. Most of these 
waters, while naturally pure as they 
emerge from the earth, soon become 
contaminated, and then in their qui- 
it state in bottles for perhaps 
months before being used they are 
afforded ample opportunity for a 
growth of bacteria such as would de- 
feat all effort at numerical calcula- 
tion.

New Way3 to 5Ur Your Horse and 
Boil Your Dinner. 

©ectrh My is the latent fad invoked 
by drivers of slow or balky Done* 
By a 8ini|ilo device, the invention of 
T, W. McCune, <>f Akron, 0., tho 
most persistenttV obstinate horse can 
be urged onward. 

Tins new appliance, or "liuniano 
persuader," ns the inventor calls it, 
consists of a small storage batten, 
which is carried cither under the bod; 
of the carriage or wagon or bet 
the scat, from which there ru 
exceedingly fine copper 
thoroughly insulated, conne 
with a button placed In the side i 
driver's sent. 

Prom this button. which is a I 
exactly like the ordinary clcctri 
button so common in hotel's, Hie 
la i ontinnod out over the horse's I 
Fixed to the saddle or collar o 
llHHetl 1 1 an insulating knob, an 
which the wire is wound To tli 
of this wire Is affixed a sponge, wl 
when unci' dampened with salt « 
is kept moist by the nat 
the animal. 

When the horse balks 
fesllv buy, instead of usn 
other cruel means of urg 
the driver simply presses 
and a light current is soi 
battery through the wire 
in.rse I -light shock. 

The ordinary hnr-e is i 
used to a whip. A sharp hi 
dm, and while kh< 
accelerates his gait, but r 
plications arc neee->ary to 
pace. An electric shock, 
something which the horse 
deretand, and the entirely 
pected sensation never fails to startle 
the most lazy boast into a smart trot. 

At first there was some opposition to 
this use of electricity as a persuasive 
power, but when it was demonstrated 
by pratical tests that it accom 
plished the purpose and at the same 
time obviated the brutality of the 
whip, its use was generally commend- 
ed. Now it is no unusual thing to see 
persons wko live in the vicinity of the 
inventor's house using electricity in 
this novel fashion. The driver presses 
the button and the horse does the 
rest. 

A very different application of elec- 
tricity is that just devised by E. W. 
Schhindler Jenny, a Hungarian, who 
has perfected a process by which 
meals are cooked in almost less time 
than it takes to tell it by the simple 
process of dropping a wire carrying 
an electric current into a kettle 
which the food is placed. 

By the invention of this ingenious 
foreigner all the bother of cleaning 
the range of ashes and of keeping the 
fire supplied with fuel is done away 
with. The mere turning of a small 
crank starts the apparatus, and by its 
use food can be cooked on a table just 
as well as on the stove, or, if tho table 
be lacking, the floor will serve very 
well. 

All that is required is a battery con- 
nected by a wire with a ring-shaped 
piece of refractory material, called a 
heating body. Into this the electric 
heat passes and heats to any desired 
temperature. A thoroughly insulated 
handle is attached to the ring, by 
Wihch it is raised or lowered in the pot 
in which the food is to be cooked. — 
Philadelphia Press.
